duces a ſmall quantity of this yellowiſh 
liquor: this is to be preſerved; it will 
harden into a kind of reſin; and then will 
entirely diſſolve in ſpirit of wine. Of this 
ſolution a few drops ſerve for a doſe ; 
and when aſſiſted with any common ſto- 
machic, it | will fit perfectly eaſy on the 


ſtomach. It compoſes the mind; alleviates 


the pain and plainly amends the nature 
of the diſcharge, and abates all its diſ-

Thus much I can affiem, for of this 
1 am aſſured: how much more can 
be done I know not; but as the promiſe 
is fair, and the advantage certain, 
'tis very worthy of fair trial: happily 
that trial may now eaſily be made; and 
I account myſelf fortunate that I can 
aun in it. 
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Four years ſince Sir John Pringle gave 
me ſome Seeds of the Vienna Hemlock, 
- which he obtained immediately from Dr. 
Stork; I ſowed them here at Bayſwater, 
where every Plant enjoys its natural qua- 
lities, becauſe no manure is permitted to 
come in: theſe Seeds produced many 
Plants; and from them have been yearly 
a ſucceſſion of others ; conſtant in their 
form and properties to this day. There 
are now many Plants of it full of Seed, 
and thoſe Seeds I have directed the gar- 


dener to Bive to any one who Ks for 
them: 
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them: they will grow freely i in a common 


foil; and the medicine 1 is thus in 7

Te is nor particular to. this Plant to 


have a juice of a reſinous kind, beſide the 


common ſap: 'tis ſeen in this, if it be 


carefully cut; and even on barely breaking 
a Leaf, in many others. If a root of 


Hemlock be taken up in ſpring, and the 


crown of it cut off with a knife, there 


riſes this yellow j juice from ſeveral diſtinct 

pores in the cut part. In the ſame man- 
ner alſo if a Leaf of a common Poppy be 
cut in two, a white thick liquor runs out: 
but if either the Poppy, or the Hemlock, 

be bruiſed and preſſed, their watery juice 
comes firſt; and this, which has the 
real virtue, laft, and in leaſt quantity. 


1 have ſaid thus much, that thoſe who 
have taken the common Extract of Hem- 
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lock without ſucceſs, may not yet deſpair 
of good from the Plant: it is another 
kind of Hemlock that is now recommended 
to them; and 'tis another part of the 
Flant that Mehrer wiſhed to uſe.
